THE SEINE IS STATIONARY 


Expectation That Waters Will Begin 


to 
Recede 
Today—Underground 


Rlvero and Sewers Burst Confines 
and Threaten More Foundations of 
Buildings—Soldiers, Sailors, Fire- 
men and Police Work by Torchlight 


Paris, Jan. 29.—!t was bfilclally 


stated this morning that the Hiver 
Seine was stationary and that Its 
tributaries continued to fall. 


The situation greatly improved be- 


tween 1 and 2 o'clock this morning., 
This, in part, is attributable to the 
change in the weather. Suddenly the 
skies cleared and a full moon burst 
out. 
The temperature dropped and 


the wind veered to the eastward. 


The improvement in the condition 


appears not to be merely temporary, 
and the officials are convinced that 
the end may be said to be in sigat 
and that the waters will begin to re- 
cede today. 


The water has begun to fall in all 


of the affluents of the Seine aboyu 
Paris, but the passage through 'the 
city is clogged by bridges and an im- 
mense accumulation of drift, and the 
seething waters hourly are spreading 
over new acres. 


Choked 
underground 
rivers 
and 


sewers are bursting their confines and 
playing 
havoc 
with 
the 
streets, 


swamping more cellars and threaten- 
ing more foundations of buildings. 


Last night the city 
presented a 


wlerd spectacle. 
The soldiers, sail- 


ors, firemen and police hastily con- 
structed temporary walls by the light 
of camp tires and torches' in an en- 
deavor to keep out the invading wa- 
ters, while pickets patrolled thone 
sections of the city which are plunged 
In darkness by the bursting of the BUS 
mains and the stoppage of the electric 
lighting plants.

Several hospitals where sick and 


numbers of refugees were taken are 
in n dreadful plight, owing to the 
water having reached their cellars 
and.

this persistent advice and argument. 
They are responding -to It in a way 
that a few years ago would have sur- 
prised all but the most far-sighetd 
observers. 
They are going "back to 


the farm," and farm property is ev- 
erywhere discussed as valuable prop- 
erty. 


There never before was so much 


Inquiry about farms as there is now, 
through the state board of agricul- 
ture as well as through the real es- 
tate agencies, 
or as mucli corre- 


spondence between the board and the 
farming sections of the state. 


One reason for this correspondence, 


however, is the effort of the stite 
to secure information for a special, 
bulletin or directory which it is to 
publish in the near future. 
Real es- 


tate men have done a,heavy business 
in farm land and are looking forward 
to great activity early in the spring. 


This discussion is revived by the 


meat "boycott" movement, in which 
it appears as the only readjustment 
that has permanent value. 
What 


bearing it will .have eventually upon 
such a situation Is a matter of specu- 
lation, and cannot be determined with 
much accuracy until the state takes 
Its next farm census. 
Then it will 


appear to what extent the Massachu- 
setts population is returning to agri- 
cultural pursuits. 


In recent months there has been a 


substantial movement from the big 
cities to the rural country, and a 
wholesome change of hands on agri- 
cultural property. 


According to the census of 1905, an 


analysis of which has just been pub- 
lished, th-;re are still 1,198,720 acres 
of uncultivated agricultural land in 
Massachusetts and nearly twice as 
much woodland. The total value of 
farming products in the state for that 
year amounting to $73,110,406, 
as 


against only ?52,SSO,431 ten years 
earlier. 


This increase is large when com- 


pared with tho increase during the 
preceding ten years! In the, last ten 
years there were substantial increases 
in hay, market gardens, 
fruit or- 


chards, 
seed 
gardens, 
cranberry 


bogs, woodland, and poultry, but 
there were decreases in general farm 
prod-nets, in cattle and in pear cul- 
ture . 


Last year there developed such an 


enormous .demand for fruit trees that 
the nurseries were unable to supply 
it. 
This year again the nurseries 


have had their agents in the fields 
taking orders for spring, and these 
agents declare that they are doing a 
large ..business and are sold out on 
many of the popular varieties.
